—a new title in Massachusetts, as it if 
in the entire country— and arrange to 
take out nfe. insurance not exceeding 
$500, with the understanding that he is 
to voluntarily pay his premiums once 
a month. He may also buy their an- 
nuity of a \aluc not to exceed .$100. 
If he has an account ai tlie savings de- 
partment of the bank he may arrange 
to have his premiums paid from that au- 
tomatically, as they fall due.

the greatest advantages claimed for the 
new system of savings insurance if, of 
course, its cheapness. 


It i/i generally admitted that Massa- 


chusetts is a particularly good state to 
'•try out" this scheme of savings insur- 
ance, since there are few, if any, states 
which place as many safeguards about 
savings banks. The savings bank is par-

State Fire M»r«h*l Declares This.Dan- 


gerous Class of Citizen, Has No Fear— 


Incendiaries Divided Into Four CUsaes. 


The following article has been-ae.nt out 


by Thomas M. Purtell, state fire, mar- 
shal: 


One resu.t. of .work,.under 
the

marshal,W will be a. large, reduction 
in the state's 'los* from flrfiViThis .is iipt; 
prophesy from 'nn ov'eV-'coh'Hdentj'Hfo 
marshal, but ft statement bused.'li'pon 
the experience of other states. 
" In Ohio a law almost identical with, 
that recently passed, .here. has. reduced 
the. insurance rate, to $1.11}, .while-.in. the 
five states 
surrounding ' Ohio, 
which 


necessarily'have approximately (he same 
populations and industries, tlie average 
rate is- Sl.38. 
The explanation of this 


important fact is easy. A high burning 
rate • makes necessary a liigh premium 
rate.. If the. fii;e is reduced in any slate, 
competition among insurance companies 
for the gdod business, soon reduces the 
cott'of iiisuranne. 


The fire marshal will reduce the stale's 


fire loss by lessening-the number of in- 
cendi.iry fire*, "but much greater rediic- 
tions will be made by the do/.e.n, assis- 
tant fire marihilh. looking, aft/er 
the 


grower 'fire dangers, and by teaching the 
people how to remove or protect against 
conditions likely to cause loss by rire. 


Classes of Incendiaries. 


Incendiaries arc grouped" by 
motive 


into four classes: 
The-mischievous, the 


mentally defective, the malicious 
uid 


the greedy. 
Mischievous 
boys 
some- 


times put' a match to rubbish 
or 
to 


leaked gasoline just to sec it burn. The 
cent of fires from this ciiise is not large. 
Those menUlIy defective arr the idiot 
and the -pyromaniae. -Pyromania is an 
occasional propensity of the insane, oft- 
enest found among imbeciles, melanchol- 
ies, dements and paranoiacs. 
It occas- 


ionallv occurs in epileptics, -lust as the 
kleptomaniac, has an irresistible desire 
to steal, without reference to profit, ?r>, 
the pyromaniac burns from an uncontrol- 
lable-'impulse. 
He .is often apparently 


normal m«nt»lly and in .such ca»e» con- 
viction is difficult because of the absencc 
of motive for. the crime. 


Pyromania is Incurable. 


The fire marshal cannot lessen 
the 


number of pyromaniacs 
because 
they 


have no fear', but the number of tiles 
started by them may be limited by his 
conviction and confinement in: an asy- 
lum. 
There never comcii a lime when it 


ij safe to give liberty to one who has 
shown evidence ."f pyromania. 


ThoRe who burn "tn get even" will 


decrease in number when it is known 
that there is an n».«st«ii* fire i""rsh«i 
in each district who will thoroughly in- 
vestigate liny •iii-pu.-X'iis tire*. 


The mram.-iL-t'iaii in .the world is the 


one who bums his property to collect 
insurance. 
His crafty greed leads him 


to secretly set a fire which deatroya the 
products of human toil. The robber only 
changes tho possessor of we«lth: he de- 
stroys nothing. The largest number of 
incendiaries are of this daBf. but this 
number has been reduced 80 per cent in 
states having fire marshal departments. 


The Facts Gatherefl. 


The statistical facts, which this de- 


partment must gather will he tabulated 
so that a-t the end of the year can be 
shown the value of the property joopar- 
diwrl nml the amount of value added to 
the ash heap ns (he result of ignorance, 
or carelessness, or crime. 
These facts 


will be shown in the aggregate and by 
countics.

That may 
he true of the selected risks carried by 
them, but fire marshals who gat all the 
facts from all firfu occurring in n stftte 
know that there is but .V2 cents of in- 
surance for « dollar of. loss. Whethei:

Show Spread of Disease.

tuberculosis, 


thousands of infected cows''will be tilled 
within- the jicxt few months, by'order 
of Secretary WiNon, o'f the department 
of 
agriculture. This

bmached to President Tiflosevelt, and hns 
received hi« official indorsement. • 


Recent test* ma'dc by the department 


of agriculture, of -l-he effects,''.of the use 
of milk from diseased 'cows, especially 
ou bnhie.-. hnve resulted in.reports of 
such an alarming nature that Secretary 
Wilson has decided that the public wel- 
fare demands the elimination of 
the 


plague. 
Many cows have already been 


killed in the district of Columbia and 
the territories, where Secretary Wilson 
has the. power to enforce the. pure food 
laws. 
In the states, where the govern- 


ment pure food law is inoperative, the 
secretary will invoke the powers of the 
interstate commerce commission, which 
forbids the shipment of milk that has 
not been tested from one state to anoth- 
er. Rather than have the markets clos- 
ed to them, it is believed that dairymen 
will submit to have ineir herds examined 
by government experts, and tne diseased 
cows destroyed. 
The shipment of unin- 


spected milch cows from one state lo an- 
al her will also be prevented, and cheese 
and butter may also be affected by the 
proposed regulations.

"naughty''1 and obscene post cards arc 
confiscated every month by pojtal offi- 
cials and sent to the. dead letter office in 
Washington, A report from this morgue 
of decadent literature, just published, 
throws some interesting side lights on 
the relative status of morals of the cit- 
ies of the country. 


Over '200,000 post cards are received 


every month at the dead letter office. 
Of these, the majority nre rot delivered 
because of insufficient address or lack of 
proper postage. The average number of 
cards received monthly, which are iield 
up because of obscenity, is about S.OOO. 
Of'this 
number, New Vork furnishes ft 


larger proportion than any other post- 
office in the country, but this is largely 
due. to the fact that all incoming mail 
from abroad passes through the metrop- 
olis. The number of obscene' and inde- 
cent cards actually mailed in New York- 
is not much, if any. greater than in Chi- 
cago, find is even less in winter. Very 
few cards of this character are mailed in 
Philadelphia. Boston is also comparative.- 
ly moral, and St. Louis is not as sinful, 
in proportion to population, as many 
smaller , cities. 
In the summer month's 


Atlantic City furnishes an extraordinar- 
ily large number of post cards that are 
unmailablc because of their indecency, 
ami it is. perhaps, entitled to the palm 
as the plague spit of the country, ac- 
cording lo post card standards. During 
the winter "Los Angeles i" not fur behind 
Atlantic City, but in this ease. al.~o, the 
apparent immorality is probably due to 
tourists. 
In fact, the dubious post, card 


appears to be the favorite mode of com- 
munication affected by a certain class of 
tourists, and cities like Saratoga, Atlan- 
tic City, Niagara. Hot Springs. San An- 
tonio and l.os Angeles furnish a large 


report ion of the vulgar lithographs that 


I'ncle Sam is called upon to destroy in 
order to conserve the morals of his peo- 


ple. 


While the post cards of American man- 


ufacture, or those made for the Ameri- 
can irnde. are often indecent and sug- 
gestive to a point t h a t lends to their 
confiscation bi 
the postal authorities 


thev are comparatively mild and harm- 
less compared to those thai, flood the 
foreign mails to this country. 
Hundreds 


of cards of the vilest character are re- 
ceived at the New York pout office every 
day, and arc immediately sent, lo ihe 
denil letter office.

The. object of a mulch in winter, how- 
ever, is not to keep-out the cold from 
Ihe plants, a" no amount of covering can 
effect such objects. \Vhat is desired is 
to prevent sudden freezing ard thawing 
of the soil, which upheaves the plants 
and causes injury. ,\ uiuh-li is consider- 
ed highly beneficial when applied around 
the roots of the plants, allowing 
the 


plants to receive all the ai:1 and light 
possible, and can be used both winter 
and summer, us required.
